To the Editor of theSentlnel :

To ttM Editor of the Sentin«!: 


The intimate connection which ex- 
ist« between the voice and the various 
parts of the throat and air passages, 
exercises an influence on the power of 
speech, if they are in a morbid state. 
But the influence is in reality a natur- 
al one, for in the same way as the con- 
dition of the larynx and the trachea 
affects the voice, so dees the manage- 
ment of the latter react upon the for- 
mer. The truth of this statement is 
confirmed by only too numerous in- 
stances. How many teachers, lec- 
turers, public speakers, actors and 
particularly clei^men are there not, 
who are indebted for their "sore 
throat" laryngitis, or bronchitis phar- 
yngitis to nothing else than their ig- 
norance of the vocal mechanism, and 
their consequent mismanagement of 
the voice. The mechanism of speech 
may be compared to that of a church 
organ: The chest is the bellows; the 
abdomen the blower; the throat is the 
reed pipe; the larynx is the reed; 
and, besides these, the cartilages 
and vocal cords are the strings, show- 
ing that the sounds of the voice are 
produced by the combination of a 
wind and a string instrument. The 
Mund formed by the larnyx (consist- 
ing of the rima or chink), the carti- 
lages and the vocal cords is divided 
by the tongue, the palate, the cheek, 
the teeth and the lips into letters, 
syllables, words and sentences. Upon 
the perfect formation and healthy 
condition of the several parts the 
strength, the rythm and distinctness 
of the voice depend. But to play 
skillfully on a musical instrument 
long and careful practice is required. 
All persons learn to speak as some 
persons learn to sing, by ear; but 
very few either speak or sing correct- 
ly unless the organs of the voice have 
been properly taught and brought 
into perfect subjection by regular in- 
struction and strict discipline. By 
way of illustration, let us consider: 


First—The chest or bellows, in order 
to speak with a loud and clear voice, 
so as to be heard distinctly at a dis- 
tance, the capacity of the chest should 
be ample. This mav be increased by 
exercise, by taking deep inspirations, 
and by holding their breath for 
short time when the chest is full, suf- 
fering the air to escape by counting 
aloud from one to fifty or seventy. By 
this means the chest maybe expanded 
in every direction and its capacity 
greatly enlarged. 


Sccond—The abdomen or blower. 
Fullness of the abdomen is caused by 
eating and drinking largely, and this 
again causes flatulence, distension, or 
the deposition of fat, especially by 
neglect of exercise; and this impedes 
the muscular action of the abdomen in 
expelling the air from the chest with 
sufficient force to produce a full vol 
ume of voice. 


Third—The trachea, or windpipe, 
and 


Fourth—The l a ^ n x (the top of the 
windpipe, 
including the organs of 
voice.) 
These most important parts 
are 
liable to catarrhal and nervous 
affections by which the voice is lost 
or is rendered 
discordant, as Virgil 
says, "Vox fucibus hoesit." (The 
voice stuck in the throat.) The causes 
which produce injurious effects are 
breathing a close, heated atmosphere 
by habituating one's self to wearing 
too warm wraps around the throat, by 
drinking freely of hot liquors, partic 
ularly hot tea, by indulging too free 
ly in spirit drinking; often, too, by 
snuff taking and tobacco smoking to 
excess; by the use of voice lozenges 
and catarrh nostrums; by the indis- 
criminate use of the catarrhal or nasal 
douche, which also often produces ae 
vere inflamation of the internal ear 
I have known serious diseases of the 
ear and throat to ensue after contin 
ued use of the douche. 


There is no doubt that one (and not 
the least) of the causes of disease of 
the throat in public speakers, such as 
I have mentioned, is a mismanagement 
of the voice, especially so in clergymen 
from 
which 
results a certain 
sore 
throat, designated "clergymen's sore 
throat," or as an English humorous 
writer calls it, "parsonitis." It has also 
been 
called 
bronchitis or chronic 
laryngitis, but erroneously so, as the 
latter are altogether different diseases. 
I regard it as a very aggravated case 
of 
"chronic 
pharyngitis." 
The 
disease is so insidious in its 
onset, and so gradual in its progress, 
that it often continues for monthi 
before the patient is aware of its 
existence. He then begins to experi- 
ence an uneasy sensation in the upper 
part of the throat, accompanied by a 
frequent desire to swallow, as if to get 
rid of some obstacle in the gullet. He 
makes frequent attempts to clear the 
throat of phlegm by coughing, hawk 
ing or spitting and he will point to 
the larnyx as the seat of the disease 
At the same time the voice undergoes 
an alteration—it becomes weak and 
hoarse, esjpecially towards evening 
On examining the baclc of the mouth 
we find that it h^s ai raw and un 
healthy appearanj^.^^M^he disease

The 
following are brief but very useful 
rules: Never in speaking bend your 
head upon the chest; if addressing an 
audience stand erect; in bending the 
head the muscular movements of the 
aMomen, cliest and thfoat are con 
strained. Inspiration should be made 
through the nose, as by this mode of 
inspiring through the nostrils the 
mouth and throat are prevented from 
becoming dry, and the voice from be- 
coming hoarse.

'he pursuit of farmii^ is taken up 
and followed with less aim and intel- 
ligence than any other, and yet it ip 
the mother of wealth, and the moj^ 
pleasant and healthy pursuit to which 
raan can devote himself. It is a call- 
ing to which all men are akiapted, and 
in which all may engage without ref- 
erence to peculiar natural gifts fitting 
them for it. In the department of 
agriculture there U no such thing as 
overproduction. There never has been 
a time, and no fear need be entertain- 
ed that there will over come a time, 
when the agricultural 
products of 
this country will not find a reasona- 
bly renumerative market. 
The price 
and profit of production varies slight- 
ly from year to year, but there is al- 
ways some kind of a market. Th^ 
causes of variation in prices have of 
themselves fumiBhed a great study, td 
which the best minds of the coun- 
try have been devoted. 
There has, in 
fact, been more intelligent study giv- 
en to the causes which affect the mar 
keting of products than there has 
been to the best mode of production. 
It is now estimated that the wheat crop 
of Indiana for this year will be from 
forty to fifty million bushels, and will 
bring into the state and add to its in- 
vested wealth from thirty to forty; 
millions of dollars. 
No such sum has 
ever been added to the wealth of a 
Stat« with as little risk or as great 
profit upon the capital and labor in- 
vested. It is not an unusual or excep- 
tional thing for the product to be 
equal to one-half the value of the soil 
that produced it. Thousands of acres 
of land in the state have, in two years, 
produced wheat equal in value to the 
land producing it. 
The product of 
corn has been very little behind that 
of wheat in point of profit. This, of 
course, is not a common or even an 
average result, taking one year with 
another. 


The past three have been favored 
years with the farmers, and the farm- 
er who has not done well during that 
period 
may 
reasonably 
conclude 
that there is something wrong in 
his 
case demanding 
investigation. 
We make no reference here to in- 
debtedness and embarrassment from 
that cause, Under which thousands of 
farmers are laboring in common with 
all other classes. 
Snch 
indebted- 
ness, in nine cases out of ten, is 
the Tesult of some other cause than 
following their agricultural pursuit. 
Considering, therefore, the profit of 
the business as it is pursued by the 
average western farmer, what may it 
be made when, by diligent research 
and experience, it is brought to that 
degree of perfection which has been 
attained 
i 
' ' 'ind in some of 
the New 3!

s? 


To make tiirjinug profitable it must 
be a pergonal pursuit. It is not ex- 
ceptional in this 
particular. The 
man 
who 
merely 
invests 
his 
capital 
in 
it, 
and 
farms by 
pro3cy, will n o t find it more profitable 
than a similar investment in merchan- 
dising or manufacturing; in fact it is 
more disastrous as an 
investment 
when left to others, than almost any 
other business. 


The mere investment in lands, to 
be rented to or farmed by others, is 
classed as a siite investment so far as 
the prlDcipal of the money is concer- 
ed, but the rate of interest received 
from 
it 
is, as a rule, less than 
that paid by the government. 
No 
man need, therefore, engage in the 
business with 
the hope of lai^e 
profit unless he has made up bis mind 
to undertake it as a life pursuit, to 
which he is to devote himself person- 
ally and diligently from year to year, 
and one ini.whicb he delights. 


The great mistake in farming, as it 
ip generally conducted to-day in In- 
diana, is in attempting to own and cul- 
tivate too many acres of land. When- 
ever the farmer acquires more land 
tijan he can give personal attention to 
himself he is placed on a footing with 
the capitalist who attempts to farm 
by proxy, and often having purchased 
upon credit, with the expectation of 
paying for the additional land out of 
the product, be finds the interest on 
the money gaining ^ o n the pro- 
ducts of the farm. 
H^ is unable 
to 
provide 
his farm 
with stock 
and with the improved implements 
and hired labor to make its cultiva- 
tion profitable. The early settlers of 
the state usually entered a quarter 
section of 160 acres, and if their heirs 
and successors in the pursuit had 
contented 
themselves 
with 
the 
tliorough cultivation of this amount 
they would have 
been 
wealthier, 
healthier 
and 
wiser. The 
land- 
acquiring 
mania 
which has pre- 
vailed 
in 
this 
country 
for 
twenty 
five 
years, 
it is to be 
hoped will not oe revived, and that 
when a surplusisaccumulated, instead 
of investing it in another farm it will 
be put at interest, as in New England, 
ana the interest used if required to 
better the character of the improve- 
ments and add to the comfort of the 
family. If the soil was not naturally 
fertile, requiring little manure beyond 
what is produced upon it, it would be 
found unprofitable for one farmer to 
undertake the cultivation of more than 
eighty acres. In New England,where 
constant 
fertilization is required, 
the 
average 
farm 
is only 
forty 
acres, but in Indiana, with a careful 
rotation of crops it has Ireen shöwn 
that one family can profitably^ and 
conveniently 
cultivate 160 acres. 
There are forty-acre farms in Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut being so fer- 
tili^ed and cultivated that they pro- 
duce $100 per acre annually, and a 
few instances are given of a produc- 
tion of $175 to the acre, but th«He are 
of course contiguous to the great veg- 
etable markets of large cities. The 
average product per acre may and will 
be greatly increased in this state. The 
averä^e of wheat and corn will be 
increased, and, in fact, is being in- 
creased. 
There are five important ele- 
ments coxitribntiiiii- to this increase. 
They are draining, deep plowing, ma- 
nuring and improving the seed, and 
more 
thorough 
cultivation

growth.

Indiana Railroad look over the statis- 
tics of their business this year with a 
large feeling of satisfaction. 
The 


business done during the month of 
June last was much larger than was 
ever before done by the company in 
»ny Jun« since the road was built In 
fact, the receipts from freight and pas- 
sengers for the six months of 1879 are 
larger than for any other preceding 
six months in the history of the road, 
and this notwithstanding freights are 
materially lower than ever before. 
This fact proves that an unusually 
large amount of freight has been han- 
dled by the company, and also proves 
that times are much improved. 


The consolidation of the St. Louii,

the Wabash and the Kansas City and 
Northern 
road 
there are 
varying 
opinions, but its promoters are men of 
unusual shrewdness, and do not enter 
upon it without a careful considera- 
tion of all the circumstances. 
This is 
a most important step in the reorgani 
aation of the railway system which is 
now in progress. 
The purposes of the 
moving power will ripen fast, and it is 
useless to attempt to anticipate them 
by predictions. 


The officers of the Grand Rapidsand 
Indiana Railroad look over the statis- 
tics of their business this year with a 
large feeling of 
satisfaction. 
The 
business done during the month of 
June last was much lai^er than was 
ever before done by the compjuiy in 
any June since the road was built. In 
fact, the receipts from freight and pas- 
sengers for the six months of 1879 are 
larger than for any otíier preceding 
six months in the history of the road, 
and this notwithstanding freights are 
materially lower than ever before. 
This fact proves that an unusually 
large amount of freight has been han- 
dled by the company, and also proves 
that times are much improved. 


The consolidation of the St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Northern Railroad 
with the Wabash has not proceeded 
further than an agreement between 
the controlling stockholders, but it is 
said that the formal notice submit- 
ting the agreement to the atockholders 
for ratification will be issued in a few 
days.

The communication in last nights 
SE!ITITEL, signed "Churchman," has 
given rise to considerable discussion 
in church circles. 
This event was an- 
ticipated by the SENTINEL, and a re- 
porter was sent to interview the ves- 
trymen and leading 
members 
of 
Trinity, and more especially those 
whose names were mentioned as being 
chiefly instrumental in inducing Rev. 
Tiite to resign, or as "Churchman" 
puts it, in substance the families to 
waom Mr. Tate is being sacrificed for 
the 
©JTATIFICATION OF PERSONAL SPITE. 


Henry W. Bond stated that accord- 
icg to his best knowledge, the action 
oi" the vestry was ir|| full accordance 
with the wishes of the congregation 
ai large. The majority of active mem- 
bers of Trinity Chnrch and congrega- 
tion wished Mr. Tate to resign. Since 
rublicity had been given to the mat- 
ter and so much has beer, said pro and 
eon, a number of lady members have 
stated 
in 
his 
store 
that 
the 
better 
way to 
determine 
the 
wishes 
of 
the 
congregation 
in the matter would be to call a par- 
ish meeting and take a vote upon the 
question, which would very soon de- 
cide whether or not the opposition to 
Mr. Tate was confined to a small fac- 
tion of the church, or whether the 
j-ank and file of the church were in 
favor of their rector. Mr. Bond fur- 
ther stated that there was no ground 
for the statement that any persons, as 
far as he knew, had any personal feel- 
ing against the reverend gentleman. 
He said that Mr. Tate had tendered 
'his resignation, and the vestry had ac- 
'Septed it, and 


THAT SETTLED THE MATTER 
ts far as Mr. Tate was concerned, and 
be could not see how that gentleman 
tould remain hereafter his resignation 
took effect, which would be on the 
10th of August.

oaid 
that he 
was not prepared to make any state- 
ment for publication, but that all the 
differences between Mr. Tate and the 
vestry were settled, as far as salary 
was concerned, and that he supposed 
was all the dilierence that was or 
would be settled. He had no personal 
feeling against the rector at all, but 
that gentleman would undoubtedly 
sever his connection with Trinity 
Church on the 10th of August, on 
which day his resignation takes effect. 
As far as any personal feeling between 
Mr. Tate and the families mentioned 
by "Churchman," 
Mr. Hood had 
nothing to say. The vestry unani- 
mously 


REQUESTED MR. TATE TO RESIGN, 
and his resignation was unanimously 
accepted. 


Hon. J. Iv. Edgerton was next cail- 
cd upon. 
Mr. Edgerton was consid- 
erably incensed at the action of the 
SENTINEL 
in 
publishing 
the 
communication 
referred 
to, and 
said the SENTINEL was personally 
responsible for the attack made upon 
the families mentioned. 
When as: ked 
whether or not the statements made 
by "Churchman" were facts, he re- 
fused to say unythincr, or make any 
answer to the charges, until he was 
informed of the name of the author. 
Tiie reporter pleaded ignorance as to 
this, and respectfully informed Mr. 
Edgerton that he therefore could not 
furnish him with his name. 
Mr. E<1- 
Edgerton then said tiiat he would not 
make any answer to a man in the daric, 
that he was expected to answer tin. 
chargcs on bis own lesponsibility, 
while the man who prefers the charges 
could hide himself behind an anony- 
mous title. 
He said that whoever 
wrote the communication was either 


AN ENEMY OF MR. TATE'S 
or a mistaken friend, for any allu- 
sion made by any party in relation 
to this subject in such a manner as to 
impugn the motives of respectable 
families like the Bonds and the Nel- 
Fons could not fail to reflect discredit 
upon Mr. Tate, if he countenanced 
them by word or deed. 
They would 
ceartainly do no good and could not 
fail to do him more or less injury. He 
asked who was responsible for the 
statement made in Thursday's SENTI- 
NEL to which "Churchman" referred 
at. the commencement of his article. 
The reporter told him the information 
in "question was derived from different 
Bources, and was supposed to be 
authentic, coming from church mem- 
bers, and indirectly from Mr. Tate 
himself. 


Mr. Edgerton stated that all the 
differences l^etween Mr. Tate and the 
congregation which wolild be settled, 
would be Mr. Tate's salary, which 
he 
supposed 
had 
been, 
ere 
this paid in full; and, as far the oppo- 
sition being led by a faction in the 
vestry was concerned, he couldn't see 
it. The vestry is compMDsed of nine 
members, and those nine members re- 
quested Mr. Tate's resignation as a 
unit. If that was a "faction" in the 
vestry, he would like to know what a 
Tinited action would be. The vestry 
acted, as they thought and believe, ac- 
cording lo the wish of the congrega- 
tion. Aa far ua Mr. Tate remaining 
here was concerned, Mr. Edgerton 
would be safe in saying that he would 
remain until the 10th day of August, 
J 879, atjd no longer, a« rector of Trin- 


ity Church. Personally, Mr. Edger- 
ton has no ill-feeling toward Mr. Tate, 
and never did have. 
Farther, assoon 
as the SENTiK£li would famish him 
the 
name 
of 
the 
author 
of 
the 
communication, 
he 
would 
make a 
statement, and, in the 
meantime he would hold the SENTIN- 
EL responsible for the chargea and 
would 


SIFT THE MATTER TO THE BOTTOM 
as the charges were serious ones. If 
the SENTINEL would not furnish the 
name of the author Mr. Edgerton 
would find a remedy. 


Mr. Nelson, the senior waiden, is 
at Indianapolis, and a personal inter- 
view cannot be had. In a private 
letter to a friend he expresses aston- 
ishment at the article in the SENTI- 
NEL alluded to by "Churchman." 
Mr. Nelson evidently believes that he 
is one of the persons referred to as 
"one or two of the older members of 
the vestry," and says in answer to the 
charge, that he has no personal feel- 
ings asrainst Mr. Tate, that he had as 
much l;o do with Mr. Tate becoming 
pistor of Trinity Church as any man 
in the church, and that it was

to him that he did not develop the 
elements to make the church a suc- 
cess. That when a clergyman failed 
to secure a proper attendance of the 
members at services, he could not 
help but feel that the fault was with 
the clergyman, 
and that he had 
always attributed the empty pews of 
Trinity Church to a want of popu- 
larity in Mr. Tate, either as a pastor or 
preacher. As he is an officer of the 
church he did not feel th.it it was ex- 
pected of him to withhold his views 
from the vestry or congregation, and 
he had never done so. That personally 
he had but little at stake, as he is in 
this city but a small part of his time, 
and that whoever is x>astor of Trinity 
Church, whether Mr. Tate or anyone 
else, can safely count on his attend- 
ance at church twice a day on Sundfiy 
when in the city. 
That the vestry 
was a unit in desiring Mr. Tate to re- 
sign, and when the resignation was 
presented and accepted, he supposed 
that was an end of the whole matter. 
The newspaper discussion provoked by 
Mr. Tate's friends must certainly do 
that gentleman harm. 


Mr. Byron D. Angell was next call- 
ed upon respecting the communica- 
tion in qestion. He said that Mr. 
Tate was born 


CO.NSTITUTIONALLY TIRED. 


Mr. Tate has been here for about 
83ven years, and during that time the 
church has made no perceptible ad- 
vancemen, but has gone back very 
materially. It has not sustained it- 
self for several years past. 
Mr. Tate 
has done too much hard sitting down 
and exhibited too little energy in his 
work in the parish. He said there 
said about it. 
Mr. Tate had been 
was 
no 
doubt 
but 
that 
there 
were 
some 
sympathizer 
among 
the 
congregation 
who 
might 
possibly b« responsible for such a 
statement as appeared in last night's 
SENTINEL, but he would venture to 
say that all those members paid for 
the support of the church would be 
covered by $26 per year. 
The very 
men who were attacked as being the 
persecutors, with one or two other 
families 
are 
the 
men who 
have 
always 
been 
obliged 
to 
make up the shortage in the rector's 
salary. The vestry were disposed to 
let Mr. Tate down as easily as possi- 
ble. 
They gave him thirty days to 
complete his arrangements, and now 
he has by collusion excited a commo- 
tion which is very disagreeable as well 
ae unnecessary, and he has exerted 
more energy in keeping this matter 
before the public than he has exerted 
in his church labors during the last 
seven years. 
The vestry thought that 
a change would be better, and Mr. 
Tate evidently thought so to. His 
resignation was accepted, and would 
take effect on the 10th of August, and 
as far as he knew that would end the 
matter. 


Dr. Irwin expressed himself very 
decidedly as having no opinion to 
give on the matter at all. It had bet- 
ter been kept out of the papers in the 
first place, and he did not propose to 
further its agitation any more. 


Mr. F. P. Randall said that; as an 
individual, he had no statement to 
make, although the vestry, as a body, 
might make a statement. He said the 
SENTINEL might, however, state that 
he knew of no unkind feeling of 
by any vestryman toward Mr. Tate 
as a man. Mr. Tate tendered his resig- 
nation, which was accepted, and his 
relations with Trinity Church would 
cease on the 10th ni August. The 
vestry thought Mr. Tate's usefulness 
had ceased in the church, and Mr. 
Tate evidently 


THOUGHT s o HIMSELF. 
The sepwiration was mutial and he felt 
rather sorry that so much had been 
said about it. 
Mr. Tate had been 
liere for seven years, and it was noth- 
ing unusual for a church to change 
pastors after retaining one for such a 
length of time. 


The reporter next dropi)ed into the 
Fort Wayne National Bank, where 
Mr. Stephen Bond and W. L. Carna- 
han were found. 
The gentlemen told 
the reporter that the vestry had not 
yet decided what definite action they 
would take in the matter and there- 
fore were not ready to be interviewed. 


Reporter. "What we wish to know 
is not so particularly what will be 
done, as what has been done: whether 
or not the matter as set forth in last 
evening's communication is a fact or 
not." 


"Ob, yes; we know you want to 
know what the vestry will not do— 
yes—yes." 


Rep. "Have you ever been inter- 
viewed before?" 


"Oh, no; why?" 
Rep. "J thought not, from the easy 
way in which you pump. I merely 
wish to kn4w 
" 


"Oh, yes; certainly. 
You'll find 
•omebody pretty soon who will tell 
you." 


Eep. "This reminds me of the in- 
terview I had with Jack Swayne. I 
mean no compliment, but refer to the 
I amount of valuable information I am 
i gleaning. Is that all you ]mow?" 


''Well, yes, that is abont all we can 


say about the matter." 


"I'm very much obliged to you for 
your—time." 


Mr. Withers was the next recipient 
of the reportorial visit. 


Mr. Withers stated that he saw the 
article in question and re^tted its 
publication very much, as its injuri- 
ous effects would 
follow Mr. Tate 
wherever he went. 
The families 
attacked in the article were too well 
known to be injured by any such «ma- 
licious gossip. He had heard of no 
unkindly feeling between any member 
of the vestry and Mr. Tate, only 
that the church wa<3 making no ad- 
vancement under Mr. Tate's rector- 
ship, and that the vestry, being the 
officiary of the church, were bound to 
recognize this fact, and therefore 
thought 
it 
advisable 
to 
make 
a change in the rectorship of the 
church. 
There has been a singular 
unity in the action of the vestry in 
all its proceedings regarding the mat- 
ter, not a single dissenting 
voice 
being heard in any of the motions. 
They were as a unit either for or 
against any proposition. 
When the 
bishop 
was 
here 
he 
presided 
at 
one of 
the 
vestry 
meet- 
ings for the purpose of determining 
whether or not there was any faction- 
al opposition to Mr. Tate, and found 
there was not, and so expressed him- 
self. As far as a reconciliation is 
concerned there is nothing to recon- 
cile. The resignation of Mr. Tate 
has been accepted and he has been 
notified of that fact, which ends the 
matter. 
The article signed "Church- 
man" 
was the 
first 
intimation 
Mr. Withers had of any intention of 
the vestry to take back their work. 
There is no reconciliation necessary. 
Mr. Tate will close his relations with 
Trinity Church on the 10th of Au- 
gust.
